The Macomber Senior Class of 1946 has the honor of being gradu-- 
ated on the 25th Anniversary of Vocational Education in Toledo. 







In 1920-21, the first separate program was inaugurated, and the 
school was housed in the old Woodward High School Building, which 
stood on the site of our present Public Library. It was in this same, but 
enlarged building, that classes were held for many years with ad- 
ditional trades being taught, as well as related subjects pertinent to 
each type of skill being emphasized. 


In September of 1938, the new $1,750,000.00 Irving E. Macomber 
Vocational High School for boys was completed and occupied. The 
curriculum includes shop and related instruction in eighteen different 
trades. A student in any trade spends six hours per day or sixty hours 
a month in shop, and, the same length of time in related classes. 














The guiding philosophy of the faculty of Macomber Vocational High 
School has always been to educate and train the youth of our city to 
become skilled craftsmen in their fields work, and, self supporting 
citizens of their community. 


Hence it is to those Macomber teachers who have so faithfully 
served Vocational Education in Toledo, for twenty years or more, that 


we do, with heartfelt appreciation, dedicate this Craftsman yearbook of 
1946.
